The food riots which started in 
the industrial town of Osnabrueck, 
and thence-jumped to Bremen, Ulm- 
Stuttgart anda half-dozen. smaller 
places today broke out in Darm,- 
stadt, Magdeburg and several small- 
er towns, alike taking the form of a 
public protest against the high cost 
of ‘living by angry buyers, chiefly 


nincenséd by the high price of frult. 


But not stopping there, in many 
cases, the ringleaders of the mob 
held foreed bargain sales at what 
they consider fair reduced prices, 
though more often the proletarian 
simply solves the high cost of living 
problems. by plundering. 
Rioters Loot Stores. 

In some places the rioters didnot 
stop at storming and selling out 
food stores, but cleaned out shoe 
stores, even department stores. In 
Gestemuende, near Bremerhaven, 
the .crowd captured a local depart- 
tment store @nd sold shoes priced at 
700 marks (mormally $161) for 30 
to 60 marks) normally $6.60 and 
$11.60), and suits at 50 marks. The 
high-cost-of-living situation is fur- 
ther aggravated by the popular irri- 
tation over the newest tax provision, 
which has just become affective, 
requiring that 10 per cent be deduct- 
ed by employers from all wages and 
salaries and paid into the state's 
coffers on account of the income tax. 


There is serious talk of tax riots| 


in Berlin next week. Every wage- 
earner is sore, but the organized 
workers, particularly the radicals,

Harden Hints at Kaiserism. 

Maximilian Harden in a cryptic 

closing passage in this week's Zu- 


kunft hints it is possible to hear 
the return of Kaiserism. After vent- 
ing scorn at the Government’s block 
of German Nationalista Catholics 
and Democrats, and speaking of “‘the 
sewer in which German politics has 
sunk,” and “the total eclipse result- 
ing from the chaos of all moral feel- 
ings,”” Harden refers to the old Ger- 
man legend, the so-called’ Kyffhauser 
Saga, according to which crows fly 
around the peak of Kyffhauser 
mount until the moment when the 
Kaiser shall return again and re- 
store the empire's glory. 

Harden says: “On the day of such 
chaos and confusion, according to 
the Saga, the Kaiser will return, and 
the barren tree on which he hangs 
his shfeld will becomé green again 
in spring-like splendor. He took 
with him the empire’s glory, and 
one day will come again with the 
empire's glory in his own time, ac- 
cording to the legend.” 

He closes with this daring apos- 
trophe: “Look, ye draffs, whether 
the crows still fly about the mount 
bewhiles you are cementing the cen- 
ter block.” 

Harden recently told the corre- 
spondent he considered a national- 
istic-militaristic coup by the right 
parties to be so serious that it was

000,000 WAGE INCREASE 
sam BY CHICAGO COUNCIL 


It Passes Appropriations Without 
Granting City Workers’ De- 
mands—2000 on Strike. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, , July 1.—The City 
Council, in |passing the annual ap- 
propriation ‘bill early today, voted 
down proposed wage increases _to city 
employes which would have totaled 
more than $6,000,000 annually, ac- 
cording to opponents of the in- 
creases. 

City hall officials declared that 
more than 2000 city employes are 
on strike .or idle because of 
strikes growing out of wage contro- 
versies involved in the counctl’s de- 
cision today. Among the classes of 
employes affected by recent strikes 
are the garbage handlers and street 


from work more than a week. 

Most of the proposed increases 
would have gone to various classes 
of technical and unskilled ployes. 
Aldermen opposing the ncreases 
said that in some casés they ran as 
high as 100 per cent. 

A recommendation of the Finance 
Committee was gdopted granting 
wage increases to several groups of 
skilled workers but with the proviso 
that enough of them should be laid 
off in the fall to prevent increase 
in the budget.

A strike of 300 employed members 
of Boot and Shoe Workers’ Local 
Union, No. 470, who do repair work, 
was called for today, following a 
meeting last night, at which the 
union voted to reject a 6-per-cent 
increase in wages which a committee 
of employers had offered.

Subsequently $2500 was offered to 
compromise the criminal liability 
and was rejected.

That the Jewish state established in Palestine not 
only is to provide a home for unfortunates of the race 
under the handicap of persecution and social ostra- | 
cism, but is to embody all the most promising of 
modern ideas in the evolution of governmental prin- | 
ciples, is explained by Jacob de Haas, secretary of the 
Ampere branch of the Zionist organization. Mr. 
| Haas’ has just arrived in London to attend the Zion- 
ist conference beginning there July 4. 

Public ownership of land, the co-operative com- 
strict guarantees of political rights and | 
political equality are among the proposed features 
|of the prospective state. In the establishment of 
many thousand colonists in Palestine during past 


| years, the Zionist Society has from the first retained 


the titles to the lands, with a view to public owner- | 
ship should the hoped-for day come when Jewish rule’ 
would be established there. That day is now close'| 


at hand. 


In a country like Palestine, which has much waste | 
‘land, some such device as public ownership would | 
seem to be needed to prevent the fertile valley lands’ 


from being monopolized by a few of the more fortu- | 


nate, leaving for ‘the poor only the less desirable | 
lends, of which large areas will support only a small 
population. Then, if Palestine, as some expect, has 
an important industrial development, co-operative

benefits of its natural resources.
